American Chamber of Commerce for the Le- 
vant a totally unexpected result has 'sprung 
from the mMlions of dollars contributed by 
Americans for Near East relief.

that section the American products that the 
relief workers have distributed have become 
rt'C'\i'ni/:ed as standard. People who have been 
;udod have spread the taste 
for 
American 


jrood?. and as fast as conditions improve they 


to buy those things which they 
found 


when they received them as charity. 
So 


Yankee stuff acquires a foothold in a market 
over which the great powers of Europe have 
been squabbling for a century. 


We have spent a good many dollars in 


Near East Relief. 
But altogether we have 


.•-pent a great deal less on it than various pow- 
ers have spent in war-ships, armies, diplomatic. 
and military activities of every sort to compel 
the region to trade with them. They have kill- 
id many and incurred the suspicion of great 
groups of the populations of the Near East in 
1'ne search for profits. 
Without a thought for 


profits Americans have rescued thousands — 
and now American trade is finding that our 
activities are producing profits naturally, with- 
out a hint of compulsion.

The fact was, it was not given a fair trial. One 
or two elections are insufficient to test the ca- 
pacity of the electorate to make use of an elec- 
tion system.

To permit 
it would, in the end, be -to discredit and lose 
the whole primary election idea.

T IS predicted that as a national conservative 


reaction to elections in Iowa, Indiana and 


Pennsylvania, a national crusade against the 
primary election laws is in prospect. 


The movement will come to grief. 
De- 


mocracy secured a new foothold with the com- 
ing of primary elections. The people know it. 
It will be extended, not destroyed. The people 


will see to that. 


But this does not moan that the primary 


laws can not and should not be improved. 
He 


is a poor progressive who thinks the world has 
arrived at the ultimate good in anything. 
A 


great step was taken when the first automobile 
was invented. But had progress stopped there 
with the 
old "horseless 
carriage," 
society 


would have lost much of one of the greatest 
boons in history. 


The thing to do in each state is to study 


the state primary law. 
Wisconsin should do 


thi?. 
Analyze its operation to find out its 


elements of strength and of weakness. 
Where 


it can be repaired, go ahead. Such study should 
'!*• uninfluenced by considerations of the per- 
sonal fortunes of candidates. 
The thing to 


aim at is the truest and broadest expression of 
the will of the democracy. 


Years ago the "Mary Ann" amendment to 


the Wisconsin primary was adopted. 
It was 


designed to protect the majority against a min- 
ority nomination. It is psychologically sound 
that whf-n a substantial ma.jonty think alike, 
and become known, as a party'faction, num- 
erous candidates spring up. 
If all run. they 


so divide the vote of the majority faction as 
to permit a minority backing a single candi- 
date to win the nomination. The Mary Ann 
law provided that voters would vote for a first 
and a second choice, and that when any-candi- 
ciat- was eliminated as a first-choice candidate, 
his first choice votes should go to the respective 
candidates named as second choices in the bal- 
lots cast for him. 


This amendment was shortly repealed.
